for  WAISserver  10  Meg  Software 

Draft  2.0 


Objective 

WAIS  Inc.  desires  to  set  up  a  highly  automated  method  to  distribute  a  version 
of  the  commercial  WAISserver  product  that  is  limited  to  searching  databases 
of  less  than  10  megs  of  text.   The  limited  version  distribution  is  intended  to 
allow  widespread  adoption  of  the  WAIS  Inc  technology  and  increase 
WAISserver  sales  while  reducing  the  support  burden  of  those  sales. 

In  addition,  valuable  information  about  customer  preferences  and 
intentions  will  be  captured  for  sales  and  marketing  purposes.  Users  of  the 
free  servers  may  subscribe  to  an  email  users  group  alias,  will  have  access  to 
online  documentation,  and  will  be  able  to  upgrade  to  full  WAISserver 
licenses  at  an  aggressively  discounted  price. 

Elements  of  the  service 

A  distribution  system  from  the  WAIS  Inc.  home  pages  will  be  developed  that 
requires: 

•  user  registration  with  email  verification 

•  acceptance  of  the  appropriate  license  agreement 

•  access  to  a  restricted  area  for  online  documentation,  binary 
downloads 

•  automated  distribution  of  configuration  file  tied  to  users  IP  number 

Registered  users  will  become  part  of  a  users  group  and  will  subscribe  to  a 
monitored  email  list  where  they  can  help  each  other  use  WAISserverlO. 
Also,  in  conjunction  with  this  program,  users  have  the  option  to  register 
their  database  in  the  directory-of-servers  and/ or  on  a  listing  of  WAIS- 
powered  web  sites. 

Registration: 

Users  will  fill  out  a  form  specifying  their  contact  information,  intended  uses 

of  the  server,  the  option  of  subscribing  to  the  users  group  email  list,  and 
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acceptance  of  the  terms  of  the  distribution  Hcense.   The  elements  of  the  form 
will  closely  resemble  the  form  now  in  place  at  Kaleida  Labs.   The  distribution 
license  will  restrict  usage  to  a  single  computer  CPU  (with  hot  backup),  and 
with  no  redistribution  or  additional  rights  to  copy  the  software. 

System  Requirements,  installation  instructions,  and  upgrade  options  will  be 
provided  in  the  form. 

When  a  user  submits  their  completed  form,  the  system  will  check  their  form 
for  completeness  and  appropriate  syntax,  and  an  email  message  will  be 
automatically  sent  to  them  that  directs  them  to  the  restricted  URL  of  the 
distribution  server. 

Their  email  address  will  be  automatically  added  to  the  user  group  email  list 
unless  the  user  specifically  declines  this  option,  in  which  case  they  are  only 
able  to  use  documentation  for  support.  Their  email  address  will  also  be  added 
to  the  registration  database  of  the  distribution  server. 

Their  IP  number  will  be  added  to  the  registration  database  and  retrieved  for 
confirmation  purposes  for  auto-creation  of  their  configuration  file  and  for 
confirming  their  configuration  file  at  the  time  of  download. 

Distribution  Server 

The  front  page  of  the  distribution  URL  will  require  the  user  to  provide  their 
email  address  for  access  to  other  pages  in  the  server  system.  Once  accepted 
into  the  service,  the  user  may  access  online  documentation,  may  pick  from  a 
pull  down  menu  of  supported  configurations  to  download  binary  server  files, 
and  may  access  information  for  purchasing  an  upgrade  to  WAISserver. 

The  WAISserver  free  version  will  be  limited  to  only  searching  databases  of 
<10  megs,  but  will  be  able  to  create  indexes  of  unlimited  size  (for  evaluation 
purposes).   Documentation  alerting  users  to  the  appropriate  use  (what  to  do 
when  they  can't  search  databases  that  are  oversize,  etc.)  will  be  provided. 

Estimated  file  sizes  of  each  downloadable  binary  file  will  be  displayed  to  user 
so  they  can  estimate  download  time  and  assure  that  they  have  sufficient  space 
to  load  the  file.   Users  will  be  able  to  download  the  files,  unpack  and  install 
them  to  their  server,  and  begin  operations  without  direct  WAIS  Inc.  support. 

Along  with  the  binary  files  will  be  the  configuration  file  that  contains  the  IP 
number  submitted  in  the  registration  process.   The  user  will  be  presented 
with  a  verification  screen  prior  to  download.   If  the  IP  number  or  their 
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machine  information  is  inaccurate,  they  will  be  able  to  edit  the  information 
contained  in  the  registration  database  in  order  to  obtain  a  correct 
configuration  file. 

Potential  customers  for  other  versions  of  WAISserver  will  be  directed  to  the 
free  distribution  service  as  a  mechanism  to  evaluate  WAISserver  prior  to 
purchase,  because  participating  in  the  free  distribution  program  allows  them  a 
discount  on  an  upgrade. 

Upgrade  Option 

When  a  registered  user  of  the  free  version  of  WAISserver  wishes  to  upgrade 
to  a  full  version,  they  can  prepare  a  purchase  order  for  the  upgrade  price  by 
accessing  upgrade  information  from  the  restricted  area  in  the  distribution 
server.   A  WAIS  Inc.  sales  representative  can  then  call  the  user  and  process 
the  purchase  order,  confirm  the  IP  number  of  the  machine  being  licensed, 
and  authorize  the  appropriate  server  download. 

Registered  users  of  the  free  distribution  software  may  also  have  the  option  to 
apply  for  a  30-day  evaluation  of  the  full  version  of  WAISserver  without 
losing  their  upgrade  discount  privileges.   Full  technical  support  will  be 
available  to  those  users  who  purchase  the  full  evaluation  or  upgrade  options. 

Assumptions 

Registered  users  of  the  free  distribution  will  not  be  allowed  to  call  in  to  WAIS 
Inc.  for  technical  support.  All  support  will  be  through  the  users  group  and 
online  documentation.  The  users  group  program  can  be  expanded  beyond 
email  to  included  bulletin  boards  and  other  mechanisms.   This  users  group 
might  become  a  valuable  audience  for  early  release  of  new  modules  and 
server  features  from  WAIS  Inc. 

A  method  of  enforcing  the  WAIS  Inc.  support  restrictions  will  be  needed.   If 
our  direct  support  phone  numbers  or  email  addresses  become  known  to  users 
who  are  not  either  paying  customers  or  evaluators,  the  volume  of  calls  could 
bring  technical  support  for  our  qualified  customers  to  a  grinding  halt. 

In  parallel,  the  support@wais.com  email  address  will  be  set  to  accept  only 
email  from  qualified  evaluation  sites  and  paying  customers.

The  IGVIP  you  will  receive  is  that  provided  to  developers  in  Kaleida's  ScriptX  Language  Kit  V  1.0.  Please  note 
that  very  little  documentation  and  no  technical  support  are  included  with  this  free  Web-accessible  KMP. 

To  obtain  and  use  your  free  copy  of  the  KMP  you  must  simply  read  and  agree  to  the  terms  of  the  boiler-plate 
license  agreement  drafted  by  our  neurotic  lawyers  and  fill-out  a  brief  questionnaire.  Do  not  worry  —  the 
answers  to  your  questions  will  be  used  by  Kaleida  to  better  serve  our  users.  We  do  not  intend  to  sell  our  data 
base  to  Arizona  real  estate  promoters. 

As  the  license  agreement  states,  the  KMP  you  download  is  provided  only  for  your  own  use.  If  your  friends  or 
customers  want  copies,  please  point  them  to  this  Kaleida  Web  page  —  please  do  not  mirror  the  KMP 
download!  If  you  have  a  great  idea  (or  better  yet  a  real  product)  that  motivates  you  to  distribute  copies  of  the 
KMP  to  others,  you  should  contact  our  friendly  Kaleida  customer  support  people  who  will  help  you  get  a 
KMP  distribution  license. 

Your  free  license  to  use  the  accompanying  copy  of  the  KMP  is  indefinite-you  may  use  this  copy  of  the 
Kaleida  Media  Player  forever  without  paying  a  dime  for  it.  Kaleida  may  charge  for  future  versions  of  the 
Kaleida  Media  Player,  but  this  copy  is  provided  to  you  on  the  house,  free  of  charge  forever.

Once  you  have  your  copy  of  the  KMP,  set  it  up  as  a  helper  application  for  your  Web  browser,  and  you  can 
start  trying  out  our  Web-distributed  examples  of  cross-platform  multimedia  titles. 

Note  that  the  KMP  is  only  for  playback  of  ScriptX  multimedia  applications.  To  develop  such  applications,  you 
need  the  ScriptX  Language  Kit.  If  you  buy  the  ScriptX  Language  Kit  and  want  to  write  cross-platform 
freeware  and  shareware,  we  encourage  you  to  do  so,  and  to  point  your  users  to  the  KMP  distribution  at  this 
site.

Installation  Instructions 

For  the  Macintosh,  we  provide  a  self-extracting  archive  in  BinHex  format.  The  archive  contains  the  KMP 
executable,  anim.sxl  (the  ScriptX  Animation  class  library\  the  license  agreement,  and  a  "Read  Me"  file  with  a 
few  technical  notes.  You  should  be  able  to  begin  using  the  KMP  executable  right  away. 

For  Windows  3.1,  we  provide  an  archive  in  ZIP  format.  You  should  create  a  KMPDIR  directory  to  hold  the 
archive  before  unpacking  it.  The  archive  contains  the  KMP.EXE  executable,  KMP.SYM,  SCRIPTX.DLL, 
ANIM.SXL  (the  ScriptX  Animation  class  librarvV  the  license  agreement,  WEMU387.386  (for  PCs  with  no 
floating-point  unit),  and  a  README.TXT  file  with  a  few  technical  notes.  Keep  the  DLL,  SYM,  and  SXL  files 
in  the  same  directory  as  the  KMP. 

Although  the  KMP  is  a  standalone  appUcation,  for  ease  of  management  we  suggest  keeping  it  and  other 
ScriptX-related  files  in  a  special  ScriptX-dedicated  directory.  You  may  want  to  add  another  ScriptX  library 
container  file,  for  example,  or  add  loadable  extensions  which  will  require  a  local  subdirectory.
